NEW WESTMINSTER. 

Dirt the Indians Commit Murder y— Joseph 
Crawford Arrested for the Murder of 
Harris— Ice In the Fraser Com- 
mencing to Break up. 

(Special to Tub Colonist.) 

New Westminster, Fob. 8. — A. war- 
rant was issued this morning for tho 
arrest of the three Indians who were soen 
dragging a body on the Port Moody road 
yesterday, on a suspicion of murder, and 
tho provincial police wore immediately 
despatched to Port Moody with orders to 
arrest tho Indians and also to bring the 
dead body to this city that an inquest 
might bo held. An Indian living in a 
swamp below this city was nlso arrested 
on a similar charge and brought up before 
the police magistrate this morning. The 
magistrate, however, remanded the 
prisoner for eight, days. It seems to be 
the general opinion among the authorities 
that it is a case 61 murder.

Ladtier affair, and brought him up before 
Magistrate Kirkland, who remanded him 
for eight days:

A heavy earthquake was felt at Lorn- 
poo, Cal,, on Feb. Oth; 

The police of Brussels have seized the 
new socialist, paper called ( 'otmcript Artzels. 

Edward Kennedy, nationalist, was 
elected by acclamation at Sligo on Mou 
day. 

The oinploye9 of the .South Boston 
horse railroad have determined to tie up 
tho road. 

The U. S. government has appropriated 
twenty-one million dollars for coast do 
fenses and modem ordnance. 

The condition of Pamell's health has 
excited tlie grave apprehension of liiH 
friends during the last few days. 

The war scare at Paris is not dead yob 
Tho bourse during tho past week has 
been a perfect panorama of panics. 

Another dynamite explosion occurred 
oh Sunday on the Geary street road at 
San Francisco. No one was hurt. 

Ool, Brisawd, of the French army, lias 
Occupied a fort Oil Mnkasridge after a 
stubborn resistance by the Annamites 

\ committee of members of parliament 
is being formed to create a national me- 
morial' to the late Earl of [ddesleigh. 

The [Misioliieo authorities at Berlin are 
making extensive experiments with a view 
of connecting tho whole of Germany by 
telephone. 

A prominent socialist was liberated at 
Ghent and the demonstration by his fol- 
lowers was suppressed by the police, and 
it threatened to develop into a row. 

News comes from Dublin that the Now- 
ross rate papers will continue to withhold 
their rales so long as tho hoard of guard- 
ians appointed by the government holds 
control. 

Doville, minister of agriculture, has 
been authorized l>3' the cabinet to explain 
to the chamber of deputies the French 
government's proposal for raising tho 
duties on cereals. 

The Clothing Exchange at Philadelphia 
lias carried out its threat and the clothing 
manufacturers composing that body closed 
their doors to the cutters. The lock-out 
throws loot) cutters out of employment. 

Over two hundred men employed in the 
Thompson steel Works at Jersey city have 
cpiit work. Tho walking delegates of the 
K. of L. ordered them out because 
"scab" coal was being used in the fur- 
naces. 

Pat noil moved an amendment to the 
Queen's speech which was very moderate 
and judicious in tone. Darnell spoke 
with energy and vvas very much exhausted 
at the end. Gladstone will support the 
amendment . 

The rumor of the raising of a German 
loan is based on the fact that a confer- 
ence whs held " between the secretary of 
the treasury and Bismarck yesterday. The 
government has $50, 000,000 marks, voted 
for home purposes. 

Finley Hoke, charged with robbing the 
Merchants Bank of Peoria, 111., of $180,- 
000, was brought bapk from Canada by ex- 
Sheriff Hitchcock of that city. While in 
Chicago Hoke had a pleasant time, the 
sheriff participating in the fun. 

Morrow, of California, introduced a 
bill to protect the harbors of San Fran- 
cisco tind New Vork. It provides for the 
construct ion of two st eel rains on the 
model recommended by Rear Admiral 
Amnion at a com of $500,000 each. 

A cablegram from London says that 
the government is likely to go to pieces 
at any moment. Tho correspondent also 
.says that the only coherent group is that 
of Gladstonians and Parnellites. The 
past week ill parliament has ended in 
confusion. 

A dispatch from Albuquerque, N. M., 
says that John and Henry Brown and 
"lied" Murphy, tlie remaining members 
of the gang of train wreckers, have been 
arrested. Well's Fargo and Santo Fe 
railroad officials are highly elated over the 
breaking up of Ibis gang. 

Sir .las. Ferguson, parliamentary secre- 
tary for the foreign office, staled in the 
house of commons on Monday evening 
that the correspondence between Great 
Britain and the United Slates relating to 
the Canadian fisheries question would in 
a short time be laid before parliament, 

Treasurer Jordan admitted at Wash- 
ington that Secretary Manning is to ho 
president, and that he (Jordan) is to ho 
vice-president of the Western National 
bank of Now York. Tho resignations of 
both ollioiftls are in the hands of the pres- 
ident, and will be accepted in due time. 

A dispatch from Berlin says: About 
68,200 men belonging to the infantry, and 
4,800 men belonging to the riflemen regi- 
ments of the German reserves have been 
summoned to twelve days' service for the 
purpose of being drilled in the use of the 
new repeating rifle, with which the whole 
army ate being equipped. 

The rumor that W. A. Pinkerton, in 
charge of the investigation of P, D. Ar- 
mour, has sworn out warrants against 
several members of I he executive board of 
district assembly f»l K. of L. , charging 
them with having conspired to ruin Ar- 
' less, is gaining ground in

Stephen's church, New Y'ork, held a meet- 
ing on Saturday night to consider the sus- 
pension of Father McGlynn from the 
priesthood. They made public .along re- 
port in which they stated that in the ad- 
vocacy of Xhe Henry George land theories 
Dr. Met ilynn did not violate any canon 
of tho church of Rome. 

Reed, of Maine, acting for Dingley, in- 
troduced a bill to protect the fisheries of 
the United Slates. The bill provides for 
the seizure and forfeiture of any vessel 
found taking lisli within three marine 
miles of the coast of the United States, 
and further provides that, if tiny person of 
such vessel is found taking fish within the 
limit named, he shall be subject to a fine 
of <S50 for each offense, and the vessol 
ujion which he is employed shall bo sub- 
ject to seizure for security of the penalty, 
Secretary Manning's letter, presented 
to the house at Washington last Wednes- 
day, in reply to Wdkins's resolution call- 
ing for information as to whether small 
United States notes had been replaced 
with those of larger denominations, was 
received with ill grace by a number of 
representatives who are regarded as "sil- 
ver men," or as leaning towards the soft 
money policy.

Flings Overboard Chamberlain and Salisbury— 
And Prepares for the Formation 
of a Now Party. 



New York, Fob. 1.— T. P. Gill, mem- 
ber of parliament, telegraphs to tho 
Tribune, from London: Lord Randolph 
Churchill's Sensatibnal^'speech to-night 
opens u new and startling crisis. He has 
flung over tho Marquis of Salisbury and 
the tory parky, has scouted Lord Harting- 
ton and the liberal-unionists, and, strang- 
est of all, has cut asunder the shadowy 
tie that was supposed to have linked him 
in secrot with Chamberlain. Poor Cham- 
berlain had on Saturday evening cut him- 
self adrift from the two last parties with 
which ho had formed a connection after 
leaving tho liberal camp, and had hoisted 
eager signs of invitation to Churchill. 
Lord Randolph's answer to-night amounts 
to calling Chamberlain a fool, and warn- 
ing him to koop clear of him. Chamber- 
lain is now adrift altogether, and there is 
no recourse for him except to return 
without conditions to Gladstone's camp. 
His only other alternative, that of form- 
ing a party with Churchill, is at an end. 

Lord Randolph's attack upon the 
unionists, both tory and liberal, was as tl10 motive of the work

HOME RULE IN DANGER. 

Gladstone and the Parnollitcs Out- Probable 
Outcome of the Misunderstanding. 

Np.w York, Jan. 31, — The Star's Lon- 
don cablegram says: Gladstone has con- 
ditionally assented to tho fifopos.il to tako 
a division 011 the resolution affirming the 
principles of home rule. The understand- 
ng is that Chamberlain will tako advan- 
tage of the opportunity to soften his atti- 
tude toward Gladstone. The Irish par- 
liamentary measure, however, it is declar- 
1, must be the work of time, immediate 
co-operation is almost out of the question. 
A private understanding exists, but formal 
negotiations require delicate handling. A 
member of Gladstone's late administration 
states that Gladstone has conceded points 
he considers absolutely necessary, in order 
to advance home rule another stage, and 
the must important of which the national- 
ist leaders have asserted in advance, it is 
their intention not to assent to. It would 
appear, therefore, from surface indica- 
tions, that a misunderstanding between 
Gladstone and the Patnellitss is on the 
tapis. This is what the tones are striving 
hard to bring about, but Gladstone him- 
self fears no such result. He believes tho 
course ho has marked out will be indorsed 
by the Parnellites at tho proper time. 

The chief point conceded by Gladstone, 
as stated, and to which the nationalists 
object, is precedence in the united liberal 
programme for tho agrarian question. 
Probably the objection will have lost its 
force by the time the Parnellito amend- 
ment has been submitted to the houso 
and defeated, as it will surely bo. Later, 
if the assent of the Parnellites be given to 
the agrarian question coming tirst in tho 
united liberal programme, a resolution 
affirming the principle of home rule will 
he introduced. This will bring on the 
crisis. Chamberlain will then join hands 
with Gladstone and tlie Parnellites to 
throw out the ministry, and Gladstone 
will be recalled to power. The next step 
will be an appeal to the country on a pro- 
gramme of popular English and Scotch 
liberal measures, omitting home rule, 
bringing the liberals of all shades shoulder 
to shoulder. This effected, Gladstono 
will proclaim the necessity of home rulo 
and announce his retirement from office, 
leaving the fight to the younger members 
of the party. The above is declared the 
only political programme, If the support 
of the Parnellites is refused the liberal 
managers are of the opinion that tho 
tories, seeing the danger of liberal oppo- 
sition over, will make no further bid for 
Irish support, and home rule will be 
postponed until doomsday. 



powerful as unexpected. Their parrot 
cry of upholding tho union in face of tho 
advancing cry of homo rule he compared 
with the cry, "Great is Diana of tho 
Ephosians," with which Ephesians hoped 
to stein tho tido of tho new religion.

To say the speech has caused consterna- 
tion among tho tory and liberal-unionist 
ranks is to uso a mild expression. Lord 
Hartington, whom he compared to a rotten 
crutch, glared at him in dumb fury while 
he spoke. There is no doubt he has 
severely damaged tho government, and 
there seems little doubt, whether his 
victory shall come soon, or with the 
Gladstonian triumph intervening, that 
anile it will, and that if toryism is to have 
any futuro in England at all, Churohill is 
its destined loader.

THE RETALIATION BILL. 

Secretaries Bayard and manning Ur(f<nl to 
Make Suggestions. 

Washington, Jan, 31.— The action 
taken by Messrs. Belmont, Clements and 
Rice, the sub-cominitbee of the committee 
on foreign affairs, on tho fisheries question 
is understood to he as follows : A major- 
ity of the Bub-committee felt that what- 
ever eourso was taken by the house 
should be had, in view of the gravity of 
tho interests involved, not only with the 
knowledge but with the full assent and 
active concurrence of the administration. 
They therefore determined to forward 
copies of Edmund's joint resolution, as 
passed by the senate, Gorman's retalia- 
tory bill, as introduced into the senato, 
and the Belmont retaliatory bill, as re- 
ported by the foreign affairs committee to 
Ixith Secretary Bayard and Secretary 
Manning. Secretary Manning is speci- 
fically asked for on expression of his 
views and preference on the bills submit- 
ted as bearing upon tho interests commit- 
ted by law to his supervision and both tho 
secretary of the treasury and secretary of 
state are asked to suggest any modifica- 
tion which may seem to them desirable in 
either measure. Tho earliest possible re- 
ply is also solicited. There is an unau- 
thorized whisper to the effect that one 
reason for this course, has been the fact 
that the recent action of tho senate on 
certain privileged questions has been re- 
sented by the administration as having 
boon taken in violation of long-established 
usage, and the constitution and the house 
committee determined to stand right, on 
il.s record in this regard.

White River Junction, Vt., Feb. 7.— 
Probably 8,000 persons visited the scene 
of the railroad accident to-day. The only 
trains run were for the accommodation of 
officials and for carrying the wounded and 
dead. Consequently all manner of con- 
veyances wore brought into requisition, 
many teams coming distances of forty and 
fifty miles and centering here in long pro- 
cession. Seven or eight bodies were to- 
day identified by friends anil many heart- 
rending scenes were witnessed. It is 
utterly impossible to identify more than 
ten or twelve of those recovered, t he cloth- 
ing being entirely gone and the bodies 
burnt to a crisp. Conductor Sturtevant 
died to-day, and bis body was taken to 
his home by a special train. Mr. Tewks- 
bury, of Randolph, whose leg and arm 
were broken, was taken home by a special 
train, and is reported as doing well. Tho 
work of recovering the wreckage and 
bodies has been pushed vigorously all day. 
The ruins have been minutely searched, 
and probably all are recovered that can be. 
The ironwork of the cars has all been 
pulled over and cleared away. The total 
number of bodies recovered to-day is five 
— one women and four men. Drs. Grin- 
uell and Bingham, of Burlington, have to- 
day thoroughly examined the charred re- 
mains of the victims tints far recovered 
for the purpose of ascertaining the num- 
ber. They report it to be, up to this 
morning, just 27, which, with the live 
found to-day, makes 32 recovered thus far. 
This is verified by Lieutenant-Governor 
Fuller. 



THE STEVEDORE'S UNSEASONA BLE 
STRIKE. 

Losses to the Strikers. 

New York, Jan. 29.— The Mail and 
Express says : The strike of coal-handlers 
which has resulted in almost paralyzing 
the entire traffic along the river fronts of 
this city, rendering idle thousands of men, 
and causing untold misery and suffering 
to the sick and poor, has been in existence 
just four weeks, and not a single point 
has been gained by the strikers. On the 
contrary, both they and their sympathi- 
zers who have struck to aid them, are 
much worse off than when tho strike 
begun. Not one of these men has any 
idea of tho w idespread direct loss to this 
city, the damage to the vast commerce 
cent red here and tho loss in hard cash t o 
their fellow-workmen and their families 
which thoir action has entailed. They 
would bo astonished to be told that this 
total in carefully estimated figures reaches 
to more than four millions of dollars, yet 
such is tho case, and the estimate/] in each 
instance has been conservative, and under 
rather than above the actual facts. This, 
too, without counting in the extra medical 
expense, caused through suffering for want 
of coal, and the funeral expenses of many 
whoso deaths have been hastened if not 
directly caused by the coal famine.

0b the Probability of War. 

Berlin, Feb. 2. —The Cologne Gaastfe, 
in an article headed "Aro tho war appre- 
hensions justifiodf" points out that Franco 
is preparing to form in the shortest time 
possible, in tho event of a war in the 
spring, the strategical line which she de- 
layed forming in 1870. Germany must 
therefore tako counter measures or sum- 
mon France to reduce hor frontier garri- 
sons. The Gazette further announces that 
the government will toko the necessary 
steps to prevent Alsace-Lorraine from 
being overrun by French troops immed- 
iately after a declaration of war. 

The TagUatt confirms theannouncement 
of the calling out of the reserves, and says 
that the drilling of tho men will be begun 
in the western provinces. 

Tho J'osi's article yesterday on the situ- 
ation m France has producod a profound 
sensation throughout Europe. 

Tho Metzcr Zeihtng says that four regi- 
ments of infantry aro about to be sent to 
reinforce the garrison at Metz. 

Minister von Hoffman, secretary of 
state for Alsace-Lorraine, in an address 
to the Alsace National Committee, con- 
tends that the vast, majority of the popu- 
lation of Alsace-Lorraine do not desire 
France to go into a war of ro-conquost 
for these provinces. 

Vienna, Feb. 2.-— The majority of the 
newspapers here praise France for the bo- 
berness with which she treats tho Germun 
alarms, and express impatienco at what 
they term Bismarck's wanton provocation. 

The New. Fraie Presse exhorts Franco 
not to fall into the trap that has been sot 
for her, but to keep Bismarck to his word, 
which binds him before the world. 

The Tagblatt says it is dangerous to 
other countries also for ono than to have 
the power to make war without the force 
of reason. 

Tho official pross is more reserved, but 
expresses faith in Gormany's prudonoo 
and love of peace. 



ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 

Alexander Crawford Arrested for Killing .1. S 
Harris. 

Alexander Crawford waB arrested on 
Monday night at the instance of Supt. 
Roycraft, charged with the murder of J. 
S. Harris at Ladner's Landing on tho 18th 
tilt. The prisoner lives next to the houso 
of the murdered man, and did not appear 
at tho inquest or give any information 
until he hoard that Supt. Roycraft was on 
his way to the scene of tho murder. This 
was three days after its occurrence and ho 
then came to Ollicer Moresby and stated 
(hat. he had heard Joe Leo and Chas 
Freud in conversation say that "I wish 

we had buried tho " On the strength 

of this tho two men were arrested and ex- 
amined, but were dismissed. At tho ex- 
amination Crawford gave very question- 
able evidence. However, the police made 
every swareh to obtain a clue, and on Mon- 
day night it was decided to arrest Craw- 
ford. 

The latter was a bitter enemy of Harris, 
Some years ago Crawford had to fleo tho 
country and when ho came back claimed 
that Harris bad jumped 160 acres of land 
formerly held by him. The matter was 
settled by Harris taking 90 acres, and it 
was on this his cabin was built whore he 
was murdered. Crawford has always been 
regarded as a "crank," and it is stated ho 
wns at ono tiino an inmate of au insane 
asylum. A strict investigation will be 
hold.

RAILWAYS NEEDED. 

Ono of tlio must, pressing necessities of 
the present time in this province is ,1 sys- 
tem of branch railroads throughout the 
mainland^ more especially in the upper 
country. Several charters will bo asked 
for during. the present session of t he house, 
and no doubt the matter will he treated 
with the consideration it deserves. It 
goes without saying that British Columbia 
must rely ton very largo extent on minora] 
and timber resources for her future pros- 
perity. True, there are large unoccupied 
areas of fertile land in the interior, but 
the inducements at present to settle them 
cannot, lie said to be very great, for the 
reason that the farmer is without a market. 
Tho samples of cereals and roots sent 
from the upper country to tho provincial 
exhibition last year were among the best 
shown, and opened the eyes of many to 
the' fact that what was dubbed by Mr. 
Blake "a sea of mountains" is as rich in the 
resources of the farm as of the mine. 
There are many thousands of acres of 
arable land in the valleys through which 
the lines would pass, suitable for agricul- 
tural purposes while a line stock country 
as yet but little known would lie opened 
up. It must, however, be acknowledged 
that the mining industries is dest ined to be 
the main stay .if the province, and upon 
their success or non-success much of the 
future prosperity of the province depends. 
Few who are familiar with the inexhaust- 
ible mineral resources of British Columbia 
question their ultimate success. It is only 
a matter of time— all that is wanted is 
capital to developo them, but until rail- 
roads are built through the country this 
will not (low in as rapidly as we desire. 
At present the heavy cost of supplies oc- 
casioned by the great distance from tho 
source of supply proves a drawback, which, 
if not surmounted, will keep buck the 
opening of tho country for many years. 
Upon the construction of lines of railways, 
causing the cheapening of supplies, an 
entire change would be effected in tho 
principle of working tho mines — capital 
would follow the railway, giving employ- 
ment to a large mining population, which 
in its turn would support an agricultural 
class, allj resulting in great benefit to tho 
whole province. Take Kootenay and 
Cariboo, for example. Here we find a 
vast, rich country, favorable to settlement 
and a desirable place of residence. There 
can be no question as to the richness of tho 
gold deposits, or the feasibility of working 
them. Ail that is now necessary to induce 
capital to conio into such a remunerative 
fiold, is to reduce the prices of supplies 
and labor, anil this can only be accom- 
plished through the medium of railways. 
As was some time ago remarked in these 
ColuniB, gb( "Is that now oost$120 per ton to 
lay down in Bark'ervillo would then cost not 
mora than $10. Railway communication 
in the interior is inseparable from the 
future success of the province, and action 
in the mat tor of their construction canno j 
bo taken 'too speedily. They would be j 
as well a boon to tho present industrious 
and enterprising settlers as an incentive 
to further settlement ami the introduc- 
tion of capital in Bufticieut quantities to 
ensure the opening up of tin- mines and 
timber lands. The first stops in the 
matter have already been taken, anil the 
gentlemen interested in the ventures seem 
confident of success. It would bo a great 
detriment to this province if their high 
hopes were not realized.

The Japanese native papers have boon 
recently, discussing tho advantages of es- 
tablishing tho principle of mixed resi- 
dence. They claim thai the existing 
treaties should be revised, as .Japan is full 
of mineral, which would certainly be ex- 
plored were foreigners allowed to do 
business in any part of the empire. 
Mining has never been carried on in Japan 
in.a seiontilic way and it would probably 
bo discovered that many gold and silver 
mines that havo been abandoned, will 
richly repay skilful working-. A number 
of new mines, have recently been dis- 
covered in the northern part of tho 
empire, but for lack of capital they havo 
been allowed; to remain undeveloped. 



The authorities of -lava are considering 
a measure to further restrict the immigra- 
tion of Chinese. In several places on tho 
island the OhinodO have gained so much 
strength as to become turbulent and to 
threaten open violence. At Tegel thoro 
was recently discovered a conspiracy of 
newly arrived coolies for attacking and 
looting the Government Treasury, while 
at Sttinarang one of thu secret societies, 
which are a constant menace to the au- 
thorities of I Inngkong, has been unoarthod. 
All this slmws that the Chinese are tho 
same under all skies and conditions - a 
soiirco of danger when they dice gain a 
foothold. 

The Russian government has concluded 
an airangemonl with the linn of H. Her- 
sent&Co., of Paris, for the raising of 
a sum Of 25,000,000 roubles (gold) in order 
to construct tho Rosooop canal, in the 
Crimea.

A letter received last night from the 
mate of the sealing schooner Mary Ellen, 
says that tho schooner put in at San 
Francisco on the 27th ult., with tho 
rudder unshipped and her sails somewhat 
dilapidated. The schooner had ex- 
perienced very i - igh weather. She left 
foi the scaling g • inds on the 20th. 

The lumber cargo (Oregon pine) of tho 
British hark Lady Bowon was sold at 
auction at San Francisso. Tho rough 
lumber, amounting to 540,885 feet, 
brought 811 per thousand; 66,017 feet of 
flooring, tbnguod and grooved, brought 
§17 50 per thousand, and 511,200 laths 
were knocked down for 82 50 per 
tin lusand. 

The vessel on Flattery reef is now 
known to be the hark Austria, which left 
San Francisco for Tacoma" <>n January 
21st, Cftpt. DeLuno of the vessel, air 
rived at Port Townsend on Sunday, and 
reports that his vessel was wrecked during 
a heavy westerly gale on January 1.10th, 
and that the vessel has become a total 
loss. The entire crew were saved nnd 
everything valuable taken ashore. 

Word lias been received of the loss of 
the British hark Asfracan, Capt. Johnson, 
on Melbourne island, December 17th. 
The AstraC&n was an iron hark of 1042 
tons register. She sailed from Portland 
November Kith last with 32,049 centals 
wheat, valued at $39,178, and cleared by 
Gibson, Quackenbush & Co. for orders. 
At the time of the loss she was thirty-two 
days out. Melbourne island, with Bed- 
ford and Minto islands, form a group of 
the Dangerous archipelago in Eat. 21 S. 
Ion. 140 W. This series are nearly iden- 
tical with the Low archipelago, which 
numbers from eighty or ninety islands, 
situated cast c if the Society anil south of 
tho Marquesas, Thuy are mostly under 
French protection. 

The comparatively large number of 
wrecks at or near the entrance to Puget 
Sound during the past season, must by 
tllis time at least have convinced even the 
admirers of that great inland sea that, 
however secure a vessel may be, once in- 
side, there are mail} - dangers besetting 
the mariners who seek that harbor. 
Capt Hewitt, of the steamer San Podro, 
just arrived at Tacoma, tells a reporter of 
tho Tacoma NeiVS that "Destruction 
island, some thirty miles south of Capo 
Flattery, is a dniisrorous place," and 
strongly urges tho erection of a light house 
there, by which some of the perils to 
navigation may bo removed. Thu govern- 
ment has talked, in the past, of taking 
such a step and it should be done at ones. 
Surely the destruction to commerce is 
already sufficient to constitute u proper 
warning. — Oregonian.

VICTORIA IN '4.1. 
Picturesque View of Life in the Northwest. 

Seine idea of how the world wagged 
about Victoria forty-live years ago may 
be obtained from Hubert Howe Bancroft's 
•'History of British Columbia," latoly 
published. Among other things it con- 
tains we find the following: 

Life at Fort Camosun (the name by 
which Victoria was then known) was very 
monotonous, the buying of furs from the 
Indians being almost the sole duty and 
occupation of Douglas and tho hundred 
or so white men under his command — 
though they had a sort of circulating 
library of books, obtained in London, 
which were passed along from fort to fort 
throughout the northwest. The natives, 
as a rule, were well treated, strict justice 
being shown them in all things. Their 
spiritual welfare was utterly unregarded; 
an Indian could have as many wives and 
as many gods as he chose; the moral su- 
pervision of the white men extending only 
to the material crimes of murder, stealing, 
and commercial dishonesty. This latter 
idea was so inculcated by precept that 
when tho traders wished to teach the 
Indians to count the furs they sold, the 
savages declared the white men wore hon- 
est and it was too much trouble to count. 
Still, tho Indians were not all models of 
rectitude, and many wore the tricks ro 
sorted to by the traders to prevent steal- 
ing." The historian relates a Solomon 
like device employed by one McKinlay to 
secure the return of some stolen tobacco: 

"He bad but three pounds and its lois 
wa"s serious. Summoning all tho Indians 
about the fork, he ordered each then pres- 
ent to place to his mouth the muzzle of 
bis gun, and then blow into it. Nono 
who were innocent would be harmed, but 
thu head of him who was guilty of tho 
theft would lie blown to atoms. Setting 
the example himself, thu one nearest him 
blew info the gun. and the next, and ho 
on, until all had done so except one man, 
when it come his turn, he hung his head, 
confessed hit crime, and restored thu 
stolon property."

" TH E LOYAL OPPOSITION." 

8o far t he Opposition has not acted with 
much judgment. Their course on the 
election Of speaker was worse than child- 
ish. There was no necessity for such 
eagerness to show how weak they were,' 
and the method they took of doing it was 
not only unusual but showed a lack of or- 
dinary common sense. To nominate a 
gentleman for speaker whom they hud 
never consulted and who refused their 
nomination betrayed a weakness or rather 
u "greenness" which was unbooked for in 
men who were not altogether now to the 
business. If the opposition intend to bo 
of any use to the conntry except to delay 
the business they had better adopt a pro- 
gramme calculated to commend itself to 
ordinary intelligence and select a leader 
capable of giving it effect. The blind 
leading the blind is not too strong a met- 
aphor to describe the present condition of 
Her Majesty's Loyal Opposition in tho 
British Columbia Provincial Legislature. 
If there is u man among them capable of 
understanding their weak condition, and 
the necessity of a rational course of ac- 
tion make him leader by all means. It is 
only by moderation and an evident desire 
to improve rather than obstruct legisla- 
tion that the influence of the opposition 
can be felt. Let them show to the house 
and the country that they are both capa- 
ble and sincere in their efforts to promote 
beneficial legislation, and there is no 
doubt thoy will gain in respect if not in 
numbers, An opposition, if it is deemed 
necessary to have a permanent one in the 
legislature, has a duty to discharge, and it 
is the efficient way in which they dis- 
charge it that will increase their influence 
with the electors. We doubt if their 
policy in the house so far will operate to 
their advantage. There is an evident ne- 
cessity for a change in their mode of ac- 
tion, and unless some reasonable method 
is adopted thuy will exercise no influence 
whatever.-- Fnucourcr Herald, Feb.
